of death, saying. "Please bo seated.' 


The Cardinals Informed him of the 


world-wide prayers for his life. Pope 
J-eo answered that he was much grat- 
ified, but that he was ready for his 
final departure, concluding by say- 
ing: "God's will bo done."

Even more striking was tho Pope's 


interview with his secretary. Mouslg- 
nore Angell. His holiness sent for him 
saying that he wished to see certain 
jiaper«. which the secretary brought.

Slonsignore Anpell wished to get the 
pope's decision on the matter, but 
Pope I.co said: 
"\Vell, well, not to- 


day.

Falls Into Deep Sleep. 


About 4 o'clock Tuesday morning ho 


dropped 
Into an 
uneasy 
slumber, 


awokuat 5:30. spoke Intelligently to 
his attendants and soon afterward fell 
into u heavy sloop. Ho awoke before 
the morning examination,but remained 
very drowsy until Dr. Mnzzonl arrived. 
Occasionally he asked for a small 
glass of tho Tokay wine sent him by 
Emperor Francis Joseph, 
which ho 


has seemed particularly to enjoy. 


The doctors noticed In the morning 


the appearance of oedema, or swelling 
of the lower cxeremhles. They agreed 
also to have oxygon again kept In 
readiness, as the Pope's breathing 
was In-coming more and more difficult. 


Though the patient's condition was 


not as lucid during the forenoon as 
earlier In his Illness, he fully realized

'.E'S advance Kunrtl. conslMtlnK 


of S.0»iu cavalry under General 
A. G. Jenkins, rode Into Cl 1:1111- 
biTsburj: the ir>th of Jiiiu.1, INK", 


and seemed very much at home on 
Pennsylvania mill. 
The troopers In 


pray had galloped from the I'otomac 
during the nlKlit awl t4ielr sudden 
swoop Into the h<'«rt of the Keystone 
State was like a bolt from u clear sky. 
The last that the people of the north 
nnd the authorities In Washington 
knew the enemy was beyond the Uap- 
jiabannock with Hooker's army'master 
of the situation. 


Jenkins' soldier* levied on the citi- 


zens for horses, cattle nnd store sup- 
plies, paying for all values In Confed- 
erate scrip, worth nothing except na u 
Miuvenlr. 
Having some of his own 


horses stolen, by way of retaliation 
Jenkins demanded pay of the authori- 
ties, and It wan promptly handed over 
In Confederate money. 


There had been Confederate raids 


across the bonier before, even as far as 
Chamberwburg. but Jenkins* coolness 
had an ominous look. Lincoln called 
for 12O.OXK) militia to defend the cities 
of the north, and It soon transpired 
that the raiders had good backing. The 
same day n division of Ewell's Infan- 
try cross«tl the I'otomac at Williams- 
port, and 'there was lighting In the 
Shenandonh valley near the Potomac 
••vltli the rest of Ewell'8 corps. 


Ewell marched his corps from the 


llappahannock. following the 
route 


west of the Illlle Itldge to keep Its 
movement from the eyes of the Feder- 
als. 
At the same time I.ongstreet's 


corps slowly advanced east of the Hlue 
Itldge to control the pips lending 
through It and guard Ewell from sur- 
prise. Loncstrcct also hnd his move- 
ments guarded by Jeb Stuart's cavalry, 
which scouted farther east along the 
sloi>es of Hull Hun mountains. Thus 
there were three columns of Confed- 
erates forging their way to the north 
while Hooker was still facing south- 
ward and even planning to cross the 
Rappnlmnnock and dash for Hlchmond. 


The great highway to the Potomac 


through the Shenandonh valley had 
not been left unguarded by the 1'eder- 
uls. but an Invasion by Lee's whole 
army had not been provided for. (Sen- 
eral Alllroy lay nt Winchester with a 
large force Intrenched. The neighbor- 
ing post of Martlnstmrg also held a Fed- 
eral garrison. In order to cut off Mil- 
roy from help (ieneraf Imboden's Con- 
federate cavalry passed around and de- 
stroyed the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road In his rear. Mllroy was ordered 
by his superiors to retreat to Harpers 
Ferry, but he preferred to stand his 
prouml. 
Ewell tlrst threatened Mar- 


tlnsbiirg, and the 
Federal gui'rlson I 


there marched to Winchester. I.earn- • 
Ing from scouts that he was confront- 
ed by Ewell's whole corp*. Mllroy de- 
cided, when too late, to retreat. One 
division of Ewell's attacked him mi 
the 14th, and after desperate light- 
ing. In which both sides made gal- 
lant charges, the Confederates brokw 
through the intrenchments and could 
not be driven out. 


Leaving one brigade to hold Mllroy 


In the net. Ewell struck out for the 
I'otomac to cut off the Federal retreat. 
I»y skillful marching MlJroy got away 
with r..(MK) men and left about 2.000 
prisoners. 
The road was open for 


LeeV trains and artillery. Meanwhile 
Longstreet passed on from gap to gap, 
drawing nearer the Potomac and sav- 
ing Ewell from attack in the rear 
while Stuart, acting as a foil for 
Longstreet. kept the Federal cavalry 
at arm's length. 


When Hooker discovered that Lee's 


troops wore shifting camp and drawing 
away from Frederlcksburg. he sent his 
own cavalry under Pleasonton on the 
back track toward 
Washington to 


guard his rear and cover the capital. 
Thus while Stuart marched along IHllI 
l:un mountain* 1'leasoiiton was tied 
fast t>y MM orders !•> the line Just east 
of the mountains. i:nt cavalry Is never 


obstructions. The troopers quickly dis- 
mounted and scaled the rail piles and 
with drawn sabers overpowered the 
Virginians. 


The light around the haystacks was 


one of the exciting Incidents of the 
day at A Idle gap. In one of the earlier 
charges the Fourth New York cavalry 
faltered. 
Its leader. Colonel ill Ces- 


liola. was under arrest at the time, but 
Feeing his men hesitate he rode to the 
front and without a weapon to defend 
himself led on against the barricade. 
This charge was also In vain, but Kll- 
Patrick saw the gallant act of I>1 Ces- 
nohi and on his return said to him, 
"You 
are a brave man. and I release 


you from arrest." 
Handing him his 


own sword, he added. "Wear this In 
honor of the day." 
Later In the day DI 


Cosnola led his regiment In a dash 
against n stone wall barrier, which was 
the Confederate stronghold In the pass 
to the gap. This charge was met by 
the Second Virginia cavalry, which at- 
tacked the New Yorkers in the Hank 
while they were ballled at the stone 
wall. 
Ul 
Cosnola was 
desperately 


wounded nnd taken prisoner. 


Meanwhile Pleasonton had sent Colo- 


nel l)utlle. with the First Uhmle Island 
cavalry, to reach the gaps on another 
road, which took him to the town of 
Mlddlcburg. Stuart heard of Dullle's 
march and tried to destroy him, but 
the Ithode Islanders were stubborn and 
looked for help from Aldle. not know- 
Ing that the light was on at that point. 
Stuart sent no help to his troopers at 
Aldle. and Kllpatrlck was also left to 
his own devices. 
Late In the day n 


heavy column under Colonel Itosser 
charged en masse upon Kllpatrlck's 
right Hank. The regiment In advance 
recoiled from Ilosser's blow, and the 
men In gray threatened to ride down 
Handol's Federal batter}'. Kllpatrlck 
ordered the guns double shotted with 
canister, and, placing himself nt the 
head of the First Maine cavalry, wait- 
ed for Hosser to ride close to the guns. 
At the cry "Forward!" the Maine men 
burst forth like an avalanche, and

Boston's oldest residents, died Sunday 
morning. He was 101 years old and 
had been sick only ten days, says the 
Boston Globe. 


Mr. Grimes was horn In Dublin, Ire- 


land, March 4, 1S02. The date of 
birth IB verified by the records of his 
native place, which show that his 
house was destroyed tho latter part 
of that year., tn his native town ho 
attended the public schools for a few 
years, and at an early ago served his 
apprenticeship, learning tho trade of 
ship sawyer, what Is now known as 
a ship carpenter. From his early boy- 
fcnpd ho was remarkable for his great 
plSislcal strength and wonderful vi- 
tality, and figured In many leading 
athletic events. 


In a reminiscent mood Mr. Grimes 


frequestly recalled his early days, and 
remembered distinctly the arrival In 
Liverpool of tho first steamship that 
qrossed tho Atlantic. She was the 
Savannah, was built In the city of that 
name and created considerable Interest 
on both sides of tho water. On her 
arrival In Liverpool thousands of peo- 
ple witnessed the Important event. Mr. 
Grimes was of the number, and ho 
was afterward one of many who paid 
half a crown to hoard thu steamship 
and view her machinery and every 
pnrt. 


Mr. Grimes ever remembered the 


scenes and excitement attending tho 
news of tho battle of Waterloo and 
Napoleon's exile to St. Helena that 
followed. For many years he was em- 
ployed In shipbuilding, learning every 
branch of It. 


In 1834 he came to America, and 


has been a resident of South Boston 
ever since. ll<! landed In New York 
and came to Boston Immediately. 


During his 
declining years Mr. 


Grimes dcllg'.itnd to recall tho early 
days of tho city, and especially South 
Boston. He remembered distinctly a 
meeting of Irishmen held In Faneull 
Hall when ho had the distinguished 
honor of carrying tho Irish banner Into 
that historic building for the first time 
In Its history. Ho recalled tho elo- 
quent oration of Dr. O'Flaherty. 


When he first lived In South Boston 


It was the garden spot of the entire 
city, and BO sparsely settled that peo- 
ple used to pick fruit and berries on 
Broadway.

.THE CENTER OF THE 
EMPIRE 


FOUNDED BY PIZARRO. 


High-Sounding Name Conferred Upon 


It by Carlos V. of Spain—Historical 
Reminiscences That Force Them- 
selves Upon the Visitor. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


PIzarro, the ex-swineherd, 
must 


lavo been rather hard up for names 
"when ho dubbed his Peruvian capital 
La Cludad de Los Tres Reyes, the 
"City of the Three Kings." 
It came 


about In this way: After he had sub- 
dued one of the royal brothers who 
claimed the Inca throne anil treacher- 
ously strangled the 
other, he 
found 


little dlfllculty In comiuerir.g Cuzco, 
the splendid "City ot Gold," which was 
at that time f.je capital of Peru. Aa 
loon as he and his few European fol- 
lowers, a band of drunken adventurers 
•whom Spain was glad to be rid of, 
had glutted themselves with the vast 
treasures of that place, they marched 
•westward, not so much in search of 
new worlds to conquer as to tlnd 
a 


wore convenient spot In which to en- 
Joy their Ill-gotten gains. 
They did 


not relish being surrounded on all 
Bides by Indians who, althuugh 
sub- 


• dued, outnumbered 
them 100 to 
1; 


but preferred to bo within sight of 
tha sea, the broad highway that led 
toward home. 


This emerald valley of TUniac. with 


. a river running through It, the ocean 
on cue side and the towering Andes on 
tha other, combined all the advantages 
'they sought. So hero they establish- 
ed the second Spanish city In South 
America, which soon grew to be one 
of the proudest and most luxuriant 
capitals of those profligate days 
and 


continued to be the seat of a corrupt 
Ticcreg'al court for three cUnturies. It 
•happened that I'iznrro designated its 
site on Jan. C, Iuii5 (old style), the day 
of the festival of the epiphany, or the 
manifestation of our Savior to the 
magi, who In King James' version of 
tha now testament are called the wise 
men from the cast, but are known in 
all the old Spanish traditions as the 
**rhe Kings." Hence he made a tre- 
mendous celebration of that feast of 
the epiphany and christened his capi- 
tal accordingly. 


Then Carlos V. of Spain sent over 


cot only his benediction and congratu- 
lations, but added some complimentary 
•words to Its already ponderous title, 
making It "The Most Noblo and Most 
Royal City of the Three Kings''—so It 
appears In the original charter. 
Hut 


'that was altogether too long a title for 
everyday use and so the easy-going 
Spaniards foil into the habit of call- 
ing i: "TK" Cliy <:f :t!n:ct.-." the latter 
living the name of the valley In which 
it ntands and also of the river that 
runs through It. 


One walks about the streets of Lima 


ui In a dream, oppressed by a multi- 
tude of historical reminiscences that 
crowd upon the memory. 
Here 
a 


long line of viceroys ruled with al- 
ojoBt Independent power, not only over 
the territory*'that now constitutes the 
republic of Peru, but also the vast 
provinces of Chile, l.a Plata and New 
Granada. Including the modern divis- 
ions of Ecuador and Bolivia. 
Here 


fc'anta Rosa, la patrona de todas los 
Americas, "the patronc of all 
the 


Americas,' was born and died, th« 
only American woman of the northern 
or southern continents who ever had 
lite honor 
of canonization. 
Hero 


stout-hearted PIzarro was assassinated 
hy "the men of Chile," the avengers of 
Almagrcs' murder, and here his hones 
r»pos,e in the crypt of the great cathe- 
dral. The churches and convents of 
Lima were as magnificent as any in 
Europe and 'endowed with Incalculable 
wcalih. The Colcjlo de San Marcos, 
the oiliest college In America, was 
founded here In 1551, just slxty-nlno 
voar» before the pilgrim fathers land- 
ed ot Plymouth, and ilfty-elcht years 
tieforo Hendrik Hudson sailed Into tho 
li arbor of New York. 


Here, too. were centered the prod- 


ucts of the mines of Potosi and Cerro 
del I'asco—of Puno, Castro and Vel- 
rsina—those Kldormlo? about which 
JalilOR were told that set all the world 
strop-. In 11)61. I think It was. La Pa- 
iita, then 
viceroy of 
Lima, 
rode 


through 
these streets on a 
horso 


quakes havo repeatedly shaken this 
city from center to circumference, and 
the Innumerable wars and revolutions 
have drenched Its streets with blood. 
By and by the silver veins of Saldedo 
ran dry, and the snnds ot Carabaya 
were no longer washed foi gold, and 
the world had discovered that away up 
the world hiis discovered that away up 
north were two new states—California 
and Nevada—which could Mtpply more 
silver every

and 


Potosl and nil the other mines of New 
Spain put together. 
The conquered 


Indians could no longer be parceled 
out to tho favorites of power under 
the abominable law of La Mien, nor 
the negroes be compelled to pay to

KhiKS nourished more gayly and luxu-

along the arid coast—those rocky and 
forbidden haunts of seals and sea 
birds which were the terror of the 
early mariner.

built In IGSH, described an 'irregular 
oval on tho 
left bank of the Rlinac, 


aoout three miles long by a mile and 
a half wide. They were from eight- 
een to 
twenty-four feet 
high 
and 


twenty feet thick, and were entered by 
twelve gates. Hut they were never 
of much use except to facilitate tho 
collection of local duty and to afford 
an elevated paseo, or bridle path, for 
equestrians, and were demolished long 
ago. 
Tho city's present population Is 


variously estimated between 100,000 
to 11-5,000. 
Much of the 
beautiful 


region round about was laid waste by 
the Chilean army during the recent 
wars and has not been rebuilt. The 
Invaders were as merciless and as 
needlessly cruel as they were 
com- 


pletely victorious. In the battle that 
decided the fate of Lima hundreds of 
country villas and all tbe suburban vil- 
lages were burned to the ground. Thus 
Chorlllas, tho Long Branch of the 
coast, was entirely destroyed. A rail- 
way leads from Chnrlllas to Limn, 
passing through the onco lovely vil- 
lage of Mlralloras. whose name, liter- 
ally .translated, menus "See tho flow- 
ers." 


The Chileans lauded at 
Chorlllas 


and, having reduced that town to 
ashes, they marched along tho lino 
cf the railroad to Lima, ruthlessly des- 
troying everything on the route. For 
one whola night Lima -.van In the 
hands cf a mob of armed soldiers, who 
bad broken looco from nil restraint and 
were ns bloodthirsty and unfeeling as 
EO many Sepoys, and they were only 
prevented from entirely burnln!; and 
sacking the city by tho energy of the 
Urithli minister and otbur members 
of tho (!!plnma:'c corps, bac!;e:l by tho 
ISiipllxb. and Krercli admirals, v/hoaa 
warships were In the harbor at Callao. 
It Is said that there aro 1,500 foreign* 
ers In Lima, and ro fewer than C.OUO 
priests. The latter aro met nt every 
step. In black robes and white, gray 
cowls and shovel bat:!, monks of ell 
orders and

Dealers Warned Against i Separating 


Goods From Stamped Package. 


Washington, July 13.—A circular of 


Instructions to Internal revenue offi- 
cers and others concerned has been Is- 
sued by the commissioner of Internal 
revenue. It calls attention to gross 
Irregularities and violations of law In 
the handling and r.ale of manufactured 
tobacco, snuff, elgars and cigarettes 
by jobbers and dealers. A practice 
generally prevails of exposing the tax- 
able ar'icles for sale while separated 
from the pnclmges bearing tho stamps 
denoting tho payment of tho Internal 
revenue tax. This, It Is said. Is a se- 
rious violation of the law which It Is 
the purpose of the commissioner to 
remedy.
